You ask; “Are all our surviving hotels 
ready to do their best for visitors? The 
answer is in the affirmative. The Council 
have sufficient evidence on this point. You 
ask if a censua has been taken of the number 
of private houses which are wie to provide 
accommodation, The reply to this query is 
that such a census has been arranged for and 
will be carried out forthwith. You further 
inquire if our railway companies are organis- 
ing cheap and comfortable excursions. My 

to this is that a special committee pre- 
sided over by a railway man has been doing 
useful work in this connection and the Counc}! 
has reagon to know that all the Irish railways 
are co-operating. The English railways and 
shipping companies are also assisting in this 
work, 

With regard to the sweeping and garnishing 
of Killarney- and all the other show places, 
and the making ready of our roads for in- 
vading motor cars, | am not in n position to 
speak; but I am convinced that the visitors 
who come over thia summer will not be 
oblivious of the troubles and trials through 
which our country passed up to quite 
recently and that they will not expect the 
impossible. I desire to add, in conclusion, 
that I trust that all personal and sectional 
matter may be eliminated and all possible sup- 

rt rendered by the citizens generally to the 
Director and Council in the enterprise in 
which they are engaged. From what I know 
of the members of the Council I have no 
doubt they will weleome constructive criticism 
from any quarter.—Yours, etc.,

IRISH SEA COAST FISHERIES. 
TO THR EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin, — 46 Honorary Secretary of the Dun- 
laoghaire Line Fishermen's Society, cstab- 
lished many years ago, it has been suggested 
to me by an old member that a conference 
should be summoned to reorgenise and co- 
operate in the proposed defensive association. 
Long ago Dunlaoghaire had a fleet of trawlers, 
enabling a trawlers’ race to be a special 
feature of the regattas. A daily regular 
carrier service was run early in the morning 
with the fish supplies for Dublin market, but 
the Society has nearly lapsed owing to the 
scarcity of fish supplies in the Bay, mainly 
caused by new methods of trawling inside 
the limit; alao by ring, seine and other nets. 
Seine nets disturb breeding grounds, destroy- 
ing billions of immature fry and fish, so that 
many men were starved out and the com- 
munity likewise suffered from the diminution 
of food supplies.. | 
Our Society's resentatives gave evidence 
respecting those fects at several official in- 
quiries, but little practical help was given to 
safeguard fish-breeding, which has no closed 
time. This subject deserves more attention 
than it has hitherto attracted.—Yours, etc., 
WILLIAM Fs.

France, and another group held that 
a Customs union between the two 
countries ought to be formed. The 
Government found itself in a very pre- 
carious position towards the end of the 
debate, and, when it decided to make the 
vote on the convention a vote of con- 
fidence, a Ministerial crisis became almost 
inevitable. The Government s defeat, of 
course, means the end of the convention, 
but it means also the beginning of a grave 
politica] situation in Belgium which, 
possibly, may react seriously on the 
country’s relations with France. 

In common with most of the other Allies 
Belgium was disappointed bitterly by the 
Peace Treaty, and the paucity of her 
resources after the war more or less forced 
her to commit herself heavily to France. 
She did not like the Ruhr adventure; yet 
for the good-will of M. Poincaré she 
gave it her blessing, and even sent troops 
into the occupied territory. Economic- 
ally also France played the part of 
Belgium’s big brother, and altogether has 
been acquiring a measure of influence 
in Brussels that hardly is compatible 
with Belgian national independence. In 
Belgium there are two distinct races, 
the Walloons and the Flemings, They 
have different languages, different out- 
looks, different traditions, and while the 
Walloons, who speak French, lean natur- 
ally in the direction of Paris, the Flemings 
lean just as naturally away from it. 
During the war the Germans made in- 
effectual efforts to undermine the loyalty 
of the Flemings to their own nation, and 
since the war French policy has been 
directed towards the domination of the 
Walloons. The proposed convention would 
have forged an economic bond between 
France and Belgium which would have 
been almost as effective as a Customs 
union, and the little country in the course 
of time would have tended to become 
more and more dependent on her big 
neighbour. Economic ties always -are 
more potent than politica] alliances, anc, 
perhaps, there is little reason for surprise 
that the Belgian Parliament rejected the 
Government’s plan. The discovery of a 
new Premier to succeed M. Theunis will be 
a difficult task; for it is essential that 
nothing in the nature of an affront shall 
be given to France, and, consequently, 
neither a Socialist nor a Flamingant 
should be chosen. The Belgian people, 
however, have no Jack of political acumen, 
and, now that they have asserted their 
independence, they may be trusted to 
choose a leader who will preserve it. 


The Cost of Living. 


If the war has done nothing else, it has 
left as a legacy to a batteted world the 
vexed and constantly reourring contro- 
versy about-“ profiteering.” On Tuesday 
we printed a letter which brought charges 
of disproportionate profit-making in the 
sale of fish. Recent figures, issued by the 
Free State Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce, reveal a formidable advance 
in the price of é¥ery sort of food since 
the days before the war, and, in a letter 
which we publish to-day, a correspondent 
complains that actual prices are in 
excess even of the Ministry’s average. 
In a large measure the cost of living 
has got into a vicious circle, and one 
price reacts upon another. There is a 
widespread opinion, for “which . ample 
foundation exists, that food, from its 
source to the consumer's table, passes 
through too many hands. The problem in 
Paris is being met by the formation of 
co-operative societies, designed to banish a 
whole host of middle-men. Potatoes, priced 
at 45 centimes a kilogramme in the 
markets, have been offered for sale on the 
same day in shops at 1.20 francs a kilo- 
gramme. Leeks, during their progress 
from the producer to the ultimate pur- 
chaser, have appreciated in price from 
2.25 francs to nearly 7 francs per bundle 
of twenty-five. The grievance is identical 
with that of our Howth correspondent 
who wrote about the price of fish.

Prinee of Ireland. 


Apropos of the desire of Scotsmen that 
the Prince of Wales should be known as 
Prince of Scotland over the Border, a 
correspondent reminds me that the Prince 
of Wales, ever since the seventeenth 
century, has had the right to call himself 
Prince of Ireland, but “provides me with 
no proof that the assertion can be justi- 
fied. The title does not appear in the 
long list of honours attached to the name 
of the Prince of Wales in Burke s Peerage. 
The Prince does not appear to possess any 
Irish honours at all; for, though the King 
was Earl of Killarney when he ascended 
the Throne, his honours created by Letters 
Patent were merged in the Crown, The 
point is an interesting one, however, and 
some student of such matters may be able 
to throw light upon it. 


Education in the Six Counties. 


The Marquis of Londonderry. Minister 
of Education.

£25,000 damages were awarded a Kentish 
farmer in the King’s Bench Division, London, 
last evening, after a hearing that had lasted 
for Sixteen days, against a Commissioner in 
Lunacy and a doctor for alleged conspiracy, 
oy which he was wrongfully detained in the 
doctor’s mental home. 

The Attorney-General, three other K. C.“s, 
and five junior counsel were engaged in the 
case, during which fifty witnesses were called. 


‘The total costs are estimated at £10,000—. 


the jury’s fees exceeded £200 and the short- 
band notes cost about 2,00 0. | 

The plaintiff was Mr. William Smart 
Harnett, of Newington, near Se goers 
Kent, and the defendants Dr. C. H. Bond, 
a Commissioner: in Lunacy, and Dr. G. H. 
Adam, of West Malling, Kent. 

The plaintiff's case was that in 1912 he 
became a private patient at the Mental Home 
at Malling place, under an order of a Justice 
of the Peace, and after a month was allowed 
out on probation for twenty-eight days. Two 
days later he called at the offices of the 
Control Board at Westminster to see a Com- 
missioner, and he alleged that the defendants 
wrongfully conspired to detain him there and 
have ties taken back to Malling place. He 
was kept in various asylums for nearly nine 
vears, when he escaped, and after consulting 
medical specialists was certified sane. 

The defendants denied the alleged con- 
spiracy, and said that the acts were 
justified by plaintiff's mental condition. The 
judge put a number of questions to the jury, 
which were answered as follows :— 

1. Did Mr. Bond cause the plaintiff to be 
detained in the office till the attendants came 
for him ?!—Yes. 

2. Did he cause him to be sent back for the 
purpose only of his being examined by Dr. 
Adam, or for the purpose of being detained 
at Malling place?—For being detained at 
Malling place. 

5. Did Dr. Bond cause the plaintiff to be 
taken back, or did he and Dr. Adam agree 
after consultation that he should be sent for 
and taken back, or was the taking back 
entirely the work of Dr, Adam?—-Dr, Bond 
caused the plaintiff to bo taken back.

It is evident from to-day’s proceedings in 
the Hitler-Ludendorff high ‘treason trial that 
revelations of a sensational character are to 
be withheld from the public sittings. Every 
effort is being made to reserve for a secret 
session the conclusive evidence concerning the 
EE played by Dr. von Kahr (then Bavarian 

ictator) and General von Lossow (Military 
Dictator at the time |) in the putsch in 
Munich last year to overthrow the German 
Government and to march on Berlin.

He de- 
clared that at a meeting of military and 
irregular leaders, summoned by General von 
Lossow two days before the putsch, he 
gained the impression that von Lossow 
was whole - hearted! in favour of 
a march against rlin, Dr. Weber 
attempted to elaborate the. contention 
of. the defence, which is that before the 

tach the Bavarian leaders, including von 
\ahr and von Lossow, had made up their 
minds to march on Berlin at the first oppor- 
tunity. Objections were raised to the taking 
of evidence of this kind in public, and Dr. 
Weber consented to make his statement at a

Later, when the prosecution pressed for 
details regarding a gun which is stated to 
have been trained on. Munich, protests were 
raised, and this evidence was also suppressed. 
By this time there was intense excitement in 
the Court. The culminating point was reached 
when the prosecution referred to the proposed 
march on Berlin 7 

Asked if it were not a fact that Luden- 
dorff’s influence over the Reichswehr in North 
Germany did not count for much, Dr. Weber 
replied that he was under the impression that 
the contrary was the case. The influence of 
the: greatest. Generals of the war over the 
German forces, he added, is still as great as 
ever. | 

One of the counsel for the defence rose and 
shook his finger, exclaiming, with great heat, 
that the prosecution’s question was an im- 
pertinence and a gross libel on a distinguished 
German officer. This statement was greeted by 
shouts of Bravo and loud manifestation 
of aympathy for Ludendorff. 

e judge explaimed that the Court must 
not be considered a theatre. 

Dr. Pohner, who was declared Prime Minis- 
ter of the Hitler Government, made a state- 
ment to the effect that von Kahr told him 
that the revolt was premature, that they 
should have waited another seven or eight 
days, until arrangements had been made with 
the gentlemen of Northern Germany. Von 
Kahr also said that he was a Monarchist, and 
could do nothing without the permission of 


the Crown 
Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria.

The big Wapiti stag which escaped from 
‘the Locle Gardens, Dublin, on Tuesday 
afternoon is dead. Having spent a lonely 
night on a little island in a pond near the 
Castleknock gates, the stag dashed away at 
the approach of keepers early yesterday morn- 


ing, 
Ae and died on the way to the 
Gardens. : 8 
The stag, which was a magnificent specimen 
of the Wapiti deer, only reached the Gardens 
on Tuesday morning, having travelled in a 
large wooden crate from John’s, New 
Brunswick. When liberáted in the deer en- 
closure it jum an eight-feet high railing, 
ran through the grounds, cleared the outer 
fence, and dashed across Pheenix Park. The 
keepers’ pursued it during the afternoon, and 
at nightfall it was seen to have taken posses- 
sion of the little island in the lake. 
' Yesterday at daybreak keepers approached 
the lake, and the stag, becoming f re 
plunged into the water and went off in the 
direction of Island Bridge. . 
Approaching the Magasine Fort he jumped 
over the bar wire fence surrounding it; 
but after a short time in the grounds it sought 


the wire, ran down the hill on. which the 
fort stands. 

It had scarcely reached the bottom when 
it was seen to stagger and fall exhausted. 
One of the soldiers from the fort went to 
where he lay and remained until the keepers 
arrived and tied the animal's legs. It was 
then carted off to an enclosure in the Gardens 
which had been specially prepared for it. Here 
it was found that the stag was dead. The 
Wapiti is a very nervous and shy animal, and 
apparently the: excitement of the prolonged 
a after its escape had proved too much 
or it, 

When seen yesterday by a representative 
of the Jrish Times, Ferrar, Super- 
intendent of the Gardens, admitted that the 
animal was captured alive. 

Asked how it was going on, he replied, 
That is another story. 

The death of this Wapiti is a loss to the 
Zoo, but another deer of the same species 
which arrived with it is doing well, The 
fence surrounding the new arrival’s quarters 
has been increased in height. 

All the animals which came from Western 
Canada on Tuesday with the deer are in 
quarantine in the Gardens, and will not be ou 
view for at least six weeks.

THE WORKING OF KEAFIELD 
STATION. ° 


It is understood that one of the recommen- 
dations of the Imperial Wireless 3 
Committee is that the Leafield Station, whic 
was originally designed in 1913, should be 
greatly increased in its capacity and 
thoroughly modernised. Mr. Robert Donald, 


of the station, which, operated by the Post 
Office, is the English ad ol the interrupted 
Empire chain and communicates eastward 
with a Station near Cairo, from which 
messages are transmitted to receiving stations 
in Palestine, Mesopotamia and India, Leafield 
is not powerful enough to send messages with 
regularity or certainty East, but it carries on 
a successful Transatlantic service to Halifax, 
Nova Scotia. The Halifax Station was built 
by the Chicago Tribune, which distributes a 
news service to a number of leading American 
newspapers and news agencies. 

Mr. John St. Steele, the London Corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Tribune, who has 
had sixteen years’ @&xperience of cabling from 
Europe, in a letter to the Chairman of the 
Wireless Committee regarding tho Leafield 
wireless service to America, said:—I should 
like to have you to understand that, so far 
as speed, accuracy and reliability are con- 
cerned, I have never had any service to 
equal that from either cable or wireless com- 
panies. By arrangement with the Post Office, 
a group of ten American newspapers and 
newspapers’ associations have the privilege of 
sending through Leafield during certain 
periods every afternoon and evening, and 
their average combined file is now about 
12,000 words a night. This material is picked 
up by our own station at Halifax and relayed 
from there to Chicago and New York, e 
service is also cheaper than cables, the rate 
being 24 to Halifax. In addition to this, 
there is, of course, a small landing charge to 


a small charge on the land wire service from 
Halifax to destination. We are now construct- 
ing a low-power wireless station at Halifax 
for delivering our material to New York and 
Chicago independently of the land wires. 
believe that this activity of the Post Office 
could -be largely developed if the excellency 
of the service. were more widely known. 

Mr. Pearson, the New York representative, 
who is in charge of the services in New York, 
says:—The manipulation and service by the 

rsonnel is the finest in the world. Hali- 
is is somewhat handicapped occasionally by 
insufficient land wire capacity te New York. 
The service will be more satisfactory when 
Halifax completes its improvements now being 
made, and still better when Leafield increases 
its signal strengt.

It could not be expected that the 
farmer would tolerate for long the present 
non-economic position, and, if necessary, he 
would allow his land to revert to grass and 
do with less labour, and so add more to the 
great army of unemployed. 

Concerning Government aid, he said that 
there was little use in trying to bolster up 
the agricultural industry with anything that 
could be described as a sop, and any hope 
based on that was bound eventually to be 
disappointed. It was foolish to depend on 
Government aid of that sort, and selfish to 
expect it. Rather was it necessary to en- 
deavour to re_nove the many handicaps from 
which agriculture suffered, whether in the 
way of high rates or excessive transport 
charges or middlemen’s profits, than to place 
farmers under the stigma of receiving a dole. 

The future of farming in this country de- 
pended on their adopting more intensive and 
uniform methods, giving every attention to 
side lines, and instituting a system of collec- 
tive buying and selling where feasible.

, The Right Hon. Sir William J. Goulding, 
Bart., D.L. (Chairman), who presided, moved 
the adoption of the report and statement of 
accounts. 

He prefaced his remarks by referring in 
sympathetic terms to the deaths of Mr. d. 
Terry Goodbody, Mr. Laurence A. Waidron, 
Mr. ‘rrederick Coddington Pilkington, diree- 
tors, and Mr. Robert Crawford, secretary. 
He alse expressed regret that the . ge 
chairman of the company, Mr. Robert F. 8. 
Colvill was obliged: to resign owing to ill- 
health, and anfiounced that his place had 
been filled by Mr. Hugh Kenny. “Messrs 
James P. Goodbody, Joseph X. Murphy and 
Dr. Lombard Murphy had been cocpted ou 
the board of directors. 

Going on to deal wth the fairs of the 
company, the Chairman said that he was very 
glad to report that they met with mach more 
confidence than they had last year, «hen — 
were receiving day aiter day reports of fre 
destruction all over the system—stations and 
rolling stocks being destroved. and many 
viaducts and bridges being wrecked, with a 
consequent loss of earning power. Notwith- 
standing all this, the directors decided td 
carry on in the interests of the proprietors 
and in the interests of the country generally 
for a further experimental period, in the 
hope that matters might improve. The re- 
port for 1923 showed that their hopes 
been justified; that the Government had got 
the country well in band; had re-established 
law and order, and had succeeded in float- 
ing an, Irish. Free State Loan, which. was so 
readily applied for that the full amount for 
which the company subscribed was not 
allotted. The Government had also paid the 
company a large sam on account of malicious 
injury and for work done for them. 

In the accounts for 1922, in order to pay 
a dividend of 3 per cent., the board had to 
appropriate £550,000 from the compensation 
received under the Trish Railwavs (Settlement 
of Claims) Act, 1921, but he was pleased to

STATEMENT BY THE TRADE. 


The following statement has been issued by 
Messrs. Kennedy, Crowley and Co. 
Messrs. Taylor; Son and Robinson, on befall 


of the Joint Committee of the film exhibitors ' 


and renters :—- 

‘Under the Censorship of Fe Act, 1923, 
it was laid down that fil were to. be 
consored by a Government o icial, and that 
no profit was to be made, the trade being 
charged the actual cost of the department 
only. Various efforts were made to ascertain 
what. the cost was going to be, but no definite 
information was forthcoming. 

It was naturally concluded by the trade 
that, as this was a Civil Service matter, it 
would be run in the ordinary Civil Service 
way. and that the staff would e Góvernment 
officials. 

“To the surprise: of the trade, it learned 
that an arrangement had been entered into 
between the Government and the proprietors of 
the Bonded Film Stores, Dame street, without 
consultation with the trade ‘organisations, and 
without offering the contract for public tender. 

Those private parties are, it appears, to 
run films ſor censorship purposes at the Dame 
street Picture House at a charge of 10s. per 
1,000 feet to be paid by the Government to 
such parties for these services. This charge 
is ont of ll reason, and, as will be seen, is 
not the only charge levied for. censorship—the 
charge made in the London 1 Stores for 
the same services is 5s. per 1 feet, and 
even this allows for a handsome margin of 
profit. Offers have been received by the Kine- 
matograph Renters Society from Messrs. 
Gaumont, and from Messrs, Famous “Lasky, 
E perform the same services at 4s. per 1,000 
ee 

The trade brought this matter to the 
notice of the Government, and were inform 
that a contract for one year had been con- 
cluded with the Dame street Concessionaires 
at the price indieated. They were also in- 
formed that the set charge for  censor- 
ing would be 16s. 8d. per 1,000 feet, 
and that of this, 6s. 8d. would he 
allocated to the Censor’s expenses, and 
10s. to the Dame street monopolists. The 
excessive price to be paid by the Govern- 
ment was, in other words, to be passed on to 
the renters. 

It is estimated that. about 100,000 feet 
of film should We dealt with each week. Cen- 
sor’s charges on this, at ós. 8d) per 1,000 
feet, would amount to roughly £33 per week. 
Dame street running charges would be about 
550. In other words, the Censorship Depart- 
ment is going to cost about £4,516 per year 
to the trade. The trade is prepared to carry 
out, the same services at a cost of leas than 
half the above figure. In other words, the 
Government are asking. the trade to pay at 
least £2,000 (but probably much more) per 
annum in excess of the amount necessary. 

The matter does not end here, however, 
kor the Dame street concessionaires next pro- 
geeded to arrange with the Custams Depart- 
ment that their premises should be licensed 
as a bonded store for films. This again was 
done without any notification: to the trade, 
which has to nay re bill. 

“ Renters have the choice offered them of 
taking delivery of their films, and paving the 
duty on them, and then risking their being 
turned down bv the Government Censor. or, 
alternatively. of sending them into the Dame 
street bonded store, Thus, a second monopoly 
bas heen created. 

“ The Dame street concessionaires propose 
to levy a charge of ts. per reel on all films 

ng in, and 18. per reel on the film being 
9 out: sixpence per reel. per day, while 

e lying in store for the hrt twelve days, 
threanemce per reel, per day, thereafter.
